-TEL AVIV, Menahem Cohen, 
long-time Member of the Knesset 
and vice president of the World

Builder of Tel Aviv’s new bus terminal: 
‘I was forced to exceed the limits’

TEL AVIV, — Arye Pilz, head of 
the Kikar Levinsky company which 
is building Tel Aviv’s new central 
bus station, yesterday admitted that 
he had exceeded by some 50,000 
square metres the limits set by the 
city’s building permit. But he claim- 
ed that this was done “with the full- 
knowledge” of the joint government- 
city committee involved in the 
planning of the project, 

The Jerusalem Post had aaked 
Pilz to comment on the charges 
made on Monday by the Tel Aviv 
District Representative, David Rez- 
nik, that the additional construction 
was egal, since it was being 
carried out without approval by the 
local or regional town planning com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Pilz maintained that most 
of the additions to the original plans 
(for ἃ bus station of 130,000 square 
metres) had been “forced” upon him 
by the committee. For example, he 
said, original plans called for a 
shelter that would accommodate 
5,000 persons. He had been “forced” 
to bulld one shelter for 2,000 and 
another one for 15,500. Other 
barr oo involved increasing the 
width of ramps, staircases and the 
interior roads of the station, he said. 

Deputy Mayor Yigal Griffel yes- 
terday contended that the devia- 


tions from the original plan had 
‘been ‘fully known ‘to the previous 
administration and were not hidden 
from any official. The problem is 
that the matter was never conclud- 
ed one way or the other in the 
local town planning committee.” 
Mr. Griffel, who holds the building
